Prevention  of  Fire  In  Up  to  the  Indit'idual 

There  are  lo  many  cpeclal  days  afid  needed  to  make 
weeks  celebrated  nowadays  they  tend  not  Invite  serlou 


to  cancel  each  other  or  cause  at  best 
only  a perfunctory  observance.  But  there 
are  obvious  reasons  why  Fire  Prevention 
Week,  now  being  emphasised  by  fire  chiefs 
of  Greater  Victoria,  should  fall  Into  a special 
category.  Life  and  property  may  depend  on 
the  outcome  of  the  Interest  aroused. 

So  far  this  year  Victoria  City's  fire  loss 
Is  considerably  leas,  some  90  per  cent,  than 
last,  but  the  omlnoiu  months  He  ahead.  It 
is  In  Winter  that  the  risk  of  fire  Is  greatest, 
when  furnaces  and  stoves  are  kept  going 
continuously.  Extra  precautions  are  then 


needed  to  make  sure  that  carelessness  does 
not  Invite  serious  property  damage  or  even 
personal  tragedy.  Particularly  of  note  Is  the 
warning  of  Fire  Chief  Brindle  that  smoking, 
in  bed  or  elsewhere  around  the  home.  Is 
one  of  the  chief  causes  of  fire. 

Householders  should  not  wait  for  Winter, 
of  course,  before  they  take  steps  to  guard 
against  danger.  Now  is  the  time  to  check 
furnaces,  chimneys,  basement  rubbish  and 
* anything  else  that  might  present  a safety 
hazard.  Not  all  but  many  fires  that  occur 
are  needless.  Fire  Prevention  Week  Is  a re> 
minder  that  too  much  care  cannot  be  given 
by  every  individual  to  the  protection  of  the 
home  and  Its  Inhabitants.

The  Financial  Post  of  Toronto,  which 
keeps  itself  fully  mformsd  on  trends 
In  municipal  government  throughout 
the  Dominion,  makes  some  pungent  refer- 
ences in  a recent  Issue  to  the  lack  of  vision 
that  Is  bolding  back  the  organisation  of 
metropolitan  areas  through  amalgamation 
of  adjoining  municipalities  that  have  com- 
mon interests.  Only  in  this  way,  it  opines, 
can  they  hope  for  relief  In  their  tax  bills. 

The  article  might  well  have  been  inspired 
by  the  case  of  Greater  Victoria.  It  notes, 
for  example,  that  in  police  and  fire  protec- 
tion and  In  the  operation  of  such  servlees 
as  water,  sewage  disposal,  street  cleaning, 
garbage  coUeetkm  and  local  transportation, 
organisation  of  metropolitan  areas  should 
result  In  an  Immediate  and  direct  saving 
and  a tremendous  improvement  in  effi- 
ciency. Under  most  of  these  headings  the 
taxpayers  in  this  area  still  remain  subject 
to  the  separate  and  sometimes  conflicting 
jurisdiction  of  four  municipal  oorporgtlons. 


"Eny  person  with  an  ounce  of  business 
sense,"  says  The  Financial  Poet,  "knows 
that  It  Is  cheaper  to  operate  one  service 
than  half  a dozen,  that  efficiency  improves 
as  the  number  of  fingers  In  the  pie  Is  re- 
duced.

last  year  the  government  closed  Ue 
first  floartir’i  opetaUons  with  a sur- 
plus of  more  than  $7SO,OOOfiOQ,  but  this 
year  It  haa  Incurred  a deficit  of  nearly 
$1,500,000,000. 

While  President  Truman  and  other 
Administration  spokesmen  have  re- 
peatedly eought  to  blame  this  deficit 
on  the  action  of  the  Republican  $0th 
Congress  lo  cutting  personal  Income 
taxes  laet  year,  the  treasury's  quar- 
terly report  seems  to  destroy  this 
argument  It  shows  that  total  receipts 
were  even  larger  this  year  than  last 
despite  the  sharp  redaction  In  tix 
rates,  and  that  the  imhappy  financial 
condition  of  the  treasury  Is  due  exclu- 
sively to  the  unbridled  spending  spree 
upon  which  the  Fair  Deal  has  em- 
barked. 

With  the  whole  national  Economy 
racing  along  at  a near-reoord  peak  of 
prosperity,  business  economists  argue 
that  If  the  government  cannot  balance 
Its  budget  now  there  le  no  prospect 
that  It  wUl  ever  again  be  able  to  show 
a surplus  and  start  to  retire  the  moun- 
tanlous  national  debt  that  was  pUed 
up  during*  the  war. 

Even  the  government  economists— 
and  the  President  hlmMlf— have  rec- 
ognised that  a further  cut  in  tax  rates 
In  leleeted  fields  Is  neoeeeary  In  order 
to  remove  exlsUng  drags  on  boaineas 
and  Inveetment.

Both  the  Administration  and  Con- 
gress, however,  are  confronted  by  the 
tact  that  no  cut  in  present  Inadequate 
revenues  of  the  treasury  la  pocxlble 
until  and  unless  there  te  an  even 
larger  cut  in  government  spending. 
Nor  has  ibare  been  any  year  alnee  the 
war  when  a eurtaUment  of  govern- 
ment spending  seemed  eo  Improbable. 

With  the  advent  of  the  atomic  bmnb 
tn  Russia,  there  le  a strong  popular 
demand  for  Inereaaed  outlays  tor  de- 
fence. and  especially  for  the  air  fume.

Uone  of  dollars  annually— that  art 
paid  out  to  farmers  In  subsidies  of 
various  kinds.  And,  topping  It  all.  li 
I*resldent  Truman's  persistent  demand 
for  tremendous  new  outlays  tor  soelal 
security,  health  insurance  and  other 
appurtenances  of  the  welfare  etate. 

Most  economists  agree  that  any  tax 
Increase  large  enough  to  cover  these 
added  cxpendlturei  and  to  overcome 
the  $6,000,000,000  deficit  now  In  pros- 
pect for  the  current  year,  would  send 
the  whole  national  economy  Into  a 
tallipln.  Many  doubt  that  It  le  even 
possible  to  raise  the  additional  funds, 
no  mater  how  high  the  tax  rates  may 
be  boosted.

V V jR  had  a mulUgrapbtd  meehanle- 
iA/  ally  signed  letter  from'  Paul 
Robeson  the  other  morning  beginning. 
TMar  Friend.  I'm  going  to  elng  wher- 
ever the  people  want  me  to  sing.”  The 
rest  of  the  letter  was  a plea  for  help 
tn  safeguarding  dvU  rights.  It  ended 
with  a request  for  money. 

”X*m  going  to  sing  wherever  the 
people  want  me  to  etni  * would  be  a 
fine,  ringing  sentence  were  It  not  for 
Its  Implication  that  Robeson  le  esaen- 
Ually  a singer  (which  he  no  longer  le) 
and  for  Its  ImpllcaUon  that  “the 
people”  art  clamoring  to  bear  hie 
voice  (whleh  they  no  longer  art) 

Mr.  Robeson  ftray^  from  the  field 
of  song  a few  years  ago  and  wandered 
Into  politics.  The  people  who  now  go 
to  hear  him  ring  are.  to  a consider- 
able degree,  those  who  merely  wUh 
to  be  In  the  same  hall  with  somebody 


they  agree  with,  and  the'  eelf-ap- 
polnted  ”petriots''  who  ettend  the 
concert  to  throw  rocks. 

The  sound  be  makes  Is  neither  pure 
song  nor  pure  argument  but  a subtle 
blend  of  the  two,  and  when  ns  mixes 
Ol'  Man  River  with  01'  Man  Marx  he 
is  being  unfair  to  the  Mlaslaelppi  and 
le  playing  fast  and  loom  with  the 
Negro  race,  for  whom  be  purports  to 
•peak.  Robeson  loet  ”the  people”  as 
an  audience  when  he  began  lo  make 
pronouncements  that  were  largely  un- 
popular. 

We  certainly  defend%  his  right  to 
make  these  pronouncements,  but  if  be 
thinks  he  can  keep  art  and  pt^Ucs 
conveniently  separ^,  he's  living  In 
dream.

SANITARY  reasons  are  the  odes 
generally  accepted  for  the  aheenoe 
of  beards  on  men.  That  Is  probably 
due  to  the  fact  that  this  le  a sanitary 
age.  Sanitation  Is  something  new  and 
wonderful  In  human  affaire;  and  we 
are  bewitched  by  IL 
But  the  first  men  to  cut  off  their 
whlskeri  had  better  reaeona  It  was 
for  safety.  1110  ancient  Greek  eoidleri 
were  ordered  lo  cot  off  their  beards 
and  trim  their  hair  abort  etmply  eo 
that  their  enemies  could  mot  get  hold 
Of  their  whiskers  In  battle.  The  beard- 
less Greeks  dsfeated  the  whiskered 
Pertlans.  In  those  days  of  close  core- 
bat,  no  matter  how  many  spears  were 
flung  or  how  many  arrows  were  fired, 
tbe  fighting  Inevitably  became  hand 
to  he^d.  and  eoldlere  fought  face  to 
faoe.  To  grab  hold  of  your  adversary's 
beard  wae  to  give  you  a fatal  ad- 
vantage with  your  sword  hand. 

The  Romans  adopted  the  Greek 
principle.  A Roman  legionary  could 
grow  a beard  and  develop  fancy  curls 
on  his  beard  during  peace  time.  But 
when  ection  loomed,  dally  routine' 
ordera  demanded  that  he  shave  and 
have  a haircut  In  aneient  tlmaa,  a 
beardlesa  man  was  cither  a soldier  or 
a genUeman  looking  for  a fight 
How.  then,  did  tbe  bearded  Oottis 
and  Vandals  finally  defeat  the  shaven 
Romans?  There  ean  be  only  one  ex- 
planation: the  decadent  and  petwee 
Romans  were  too  short  to  reach  the 
whiskers  of  the  gigantic  pagans  from 
the  north. 

When  gunpowder  was  Invented  and 
fighting  no  longer  was  hand-to-hand, 
beards  came  back  u the  mark  of  the 
soldier.
